The State authorities have agreed to
enter into & contract With the United
States government to make a topograph-
ical and geological survey of Pennsylva-
Dis, 4t & cost of $£0,000 & year. The con-
tract was signed al Washington Friday
by the State geological survey, on behalf
of Lthe Commonwealth, and Director Tal-
oott of the governmeunt Geoiogieal Survey
Bureau for the government,

The State comwmission _consists of Rep-
reseutstives George W. MeNess, Arm-
stroug, Simon Harrold, of Beaver, and
Fred L. Barker, of Ebensburg, and was
oreaisd by an act passed by the last Leg-
islatare, earrying with it an appropria-
tion of #0000

The commissiop bad & canference with
Governor Bloue Thursday, at which it
was decided to st onpe make s contract
for the sarvey to be made by goverument
engineers. The wark will be done
uoder the direction of Direclor ‘Taloate,
and the government agrees to spend
#20,000 & yoar na long as the State appro-
priates s similar amount. Mr. Harrold
estimates it will cost from $ to 85 a
wjuare mile to make the survey and that
it will lake several years to complets the
work.

There are 45,000 square miles in the
State, snd the State ocmmbsion, created
by the Legislature several years ago, sur-
veyed aboul 5000 square miles, ata cost
of several boodied thoasand dollars,
It will reguire several years to take a
complete topographical wnd gealogical
survey of the State, and it s estimated
that the cost o the Commonweslth will
not fall short of §i00,000.
